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Filibuster Ties Up State Legislative Business 
Truman, House Leaders Move Ten Bills Ahead 


President, 
Rayburn 
in Feud? 


Washington, May 17—(AP) — 


Ten bills moved to the top of the 
house timetable today following 
conferences 
between 
President 


Truman and his house leaders. 


The conferences also turned up 


a little talk—and much denial— 
of disagreement between the pres- 
ident and House Speaker Rayburn. 


Chairman Sabath (D-El) of the 


rules committee spurred a drive 
for early action on the ten bills 
after outlining them late yester- 
day on the White House steps. 


Cover Many Field* 


They cover the fields of hous- 


ing, a lobby investigation, crop 
insurance, federal buildings, state- 
hood for Alaska, extension of ru- 
ral telephone service, pay raises 
for government executives, dis- 
placed persons, minimum wages 
and general labor legislation. 


Within the next week or so, Sa- 


bath told newsmen, he expects the 
rules committee to clear most of 
them for house debate. 


Although Sabath's White House 


visit, following .by only a few 
hours a conference between the 
president and Rayburn, was in- 
terpreted in some quarters as evi- 
dence of a rift between Truman 
and Rrvburn. 
Sabath said this 


was not the case. 


"There is no disagreement that 


I know^of between the president 
and '' Speaker Rayburn," he told 
newsmen following his return to 
the capitol. 


Sabath had said at the White 


Housei "Sometimes the president 
and the speaker don't agree" and 
"where they are in disagreement 
I try to smooth it out a bit." 


The remarks he made to the 


White House reporters, Sabath ex- 
plained, were offhand and were not 
intended to give the impression 
that all is not harmony between 
Truman and his house leaders. 


Got Truman's Views 


Sabath said he went to the White 


House to get the president's views 
on bills now before the rules com- 
mittee or soon to come before it. 


Rayburn told newsmen "there is 


no disagreement" on the program 
outlined by Sabath. 
And if there 


is any disagreement between him 
and Mr. Truman, the speaker said, 
it wasn't apparent when they talk- 


, ed together yesterday morning.

As/FDR did years ago, the handsome young heir to a famous 


name was battling Tammany Hall. 


Tammany refused to give young 


Roosevelt the Democratic nomi- 
nation—which would have handed 
him the election on a platter—and 
ran Municipal Court Justice Ben- 
jamin Shalleck against him. 


Roosevelt's name wan on today's 


voting machines MS candidate of 
New York state's Liberal party 
and 'he Four Freedom's party, a 
newly-formed group. 


Between 80,000 and «0,000 votes 


—a heavy turnout for a special 
election—were expected to be cast 
in th« normally Democratic 20th 
district between 5 a. m. and S p. 


Shalleck fight, but Republicans 
predicted the Democratic split will 
give the election to the GOP can- 
didate, William H. Mclntyre, an 
insurance executive. 


The left-wing American Labor 


party also had a candidate in the 
race—Dr. Annette T. Rubenstein, 
head of a private school. Her nip. 
porter* also claim victqry. 


The election was to fill the seat 


of Sol Bloom, Democratic con- 
gressman from the district from 
1924 until his death early this 
year.

Eisler9 s Bonds Forfeited; 


Bench Warrant h Issued 


Washington, May 17—(AP)—The $20,000 bonds posted by Com- 


munist Gerhart Eisler in two criminal cases today were declared 
forfeited by the TJ. S. district court here. 


At the same time the court issued a bench warrant for Bister's 


arrest, as a person ineligible for further freedom' on bail while'the 
cases are pending. 'The actions involve contempt of congress and 
passport fraud. 


The government plans to use 


the warrant issued today as a 
principal exhibit in getting Eisler 
extradited from England, where 
he fled as a stowaway on the Pol- 
ish ship Batory, 


U. S. District Judge James W. 


Morris entered the orders in the 
local court in response to a series 
of motions offered by the United 
States government through Wil- 
liam Hitz, assistant U. S. attorney 
for the District of Columbia. 


Was Fined $5,000 


Hitz prosecuted Eisler in the 


two criminal cases in 1947. Judge 
Morris was the presiding jurist 
then. The trials resulted in sent- 
ences of one year and $5,000 fine 
for contempt of congress and one 
to three years for falsifying infor- 
mation on an application for an 
exist visa.

against Eisler: 
"Departing the 


court." 


The 52-year-old Eisler, alleged 


former No. 1 Communist in the 
United States, skipped the country 
May 6 as a stoaway aboard the 
Polish liner Batory. He was taken 
off the Batory by Scotland Yard 
men when the ship touched Eng- 
land. 


The U. S. state department has 


requested that he be returned to 
face two sentences here: One to 
three years for using false names 
and hiding his Communist affili- 
ations, and a one-year term for

Germany has dealt Communism a 
smashing blow in Soviet-controlled 
territory. Official figures in the 
people's congress election showed 
today a surprising snub by a third 
of the voters. 


Of 
12,024,221 
valid 
ballots, 


4,080,272 were marked "no." 


The Communists had hoped to 


roll up a virtually solid "yes" vote 
for their hand-picked single slate 
of candidates, so that they could 
go to the foreign ministers con- 
ference in Paris next week with a 
government for eastern Germany 
which would match that of the 
west. 


So shocked were the Commun- 


ist officials that election returns 
were withheld 20 hours after the 
polls closed, and the Soviet-con- 
trolled press cried double cross at 
their political allies in the eastern 
zone. 


There were 13.533,071 persons 


eligible to vote. Of these 12,887,234 
cast ballots, or 95.2 per cent. The 
valid ballots totaled 12,024,221.

66.1 per cent.

LONDON, JbK. A—The English 


farmer who refuses to "sow and 
f*ap" according .to the Socialist plan 
** the Labor government can be 
forced to sell his farm and get off 
the land. Pew people In the cities 
of England know the government 
has this power. The fanners know 
ft. They don't like it, but they do 
respect this attitude. There have 
been Just enough cases of "discipli- 
nary action" to warn the farmers to 
play ball or get out. 


The government 
food 
program 


fe run by the Ministry of Agriculture, 
which Issues orders to the various 
County Farm Councils. These are 
made up of farmers. It is the 
council's responsibility to see that 
every farm within its jurisdiction is 
operated according to the plan fixed 
by the government. 
EEGULAR INSPECTIONS 


Regular inspection of each farm 


fc made and a record kept of its 
production. If the council thinks a 
farmer is not doing a good job or if 
he refuses to follow the instructions 
of the pfan, he gets a preliminary 
warning And if the unsatisfactory 
record continues, then the council 
appraises his land and equipment, 
pays him what they decide it is 
worth; he is ordered off the land 
and a manager is appointed to oper- 
ate the farm according to plan. This 
doesn't happen very often because 
the farmers work together to dis- 
cipline and help each other. But it 
ha* happened often enough to keep 
better than 99 per cent of English 
farmers in line 


In defense of the English farmer, 


let it be said that he is by nature 
and tradition a law-abiding citizen. 
The great majority would go along 
with any reasonable request of their 
government. The fact that the gov- 
ernment has the power to fo'-ce them 
off their land and has used it just 
often enough w serve as a club over 
their heads doesn't set any better 
witii them than k would with 
American farmers. 
EKVIED BT CITY FOLKS 


Strangely enough, the people in 


the cities tnmk the farmers are the 
fair-haired boys of the Socialist 
government. Everywhere you hear 
that the fanner is the only 'lucky 
chap" in England today. And in 
some ways he is. The farmer re- 
ceives special subsidies for extra 
food-crop production anrj the prices 


be receive* tot bis produce haw 
been raised twice in the last year. 


That's the pleasant tide of the 


picture for the farmer. What he 
doesn't like t* that each time he has 
received better prices for his.pro- 
duce, the government has hiked the 
price of feed and fodder. The most 
recent increase was some 140 a ion 
on feed. The government also has 
increased the wages of agricultural 
workers to the point where the great 
mafority of small farmers say the; 
would be murh better growing what 
they can without hired help. And 
then, as always here In England, 
there is the increase in taxes. Always 
going up, never being reduced. 
HAVE NOTHING LEFT 


"They say we are better off than 


anybody else in England." a farmer 
living near Coventry told me. "1 
guess it could be so—but if it is, I 
feel right sorry for a great man; 
folk. Really I do. We have been 
told to grow more food crops. We 
have done this. Really, you know, 
we would like to build up some beef 
and pig stock, but'that is not per- 
mitted because England needs food 
crops. We are allowed to do some 
dairying but, by the time you pay 
these fixed prices for feed and pay 
the help there is very little left. We 
pay taxes just like everybody else 
Now we are having to pay this tax 
for free medical help. I suppose it 
is all right, but you don't have any- 
thing left to keep up your barns and 
equipment. I hear in the city that 
everybody is envying the farmer. 
ITiat makes me feel a little better 
If our lot is good, though, what must 
the rest of it be like?" 
INCREASED PRODUCTION 


Despite their unsympathetic feel- 


ing for the government plan, the 
farmers did come through this last 
year wiih a very material increase 
in food production. The Minister of 
Agriculture is holding out promise* 
of an even better record for 1949 
However, the farmers themselves 
and men here in London who con- 
cern themselves with the farm situ- 
ation are not optimistic. Due U» the 
price of feed and of farm labor, it is 
quite likely, they say, there will be 
less production and some unemploy- 
ment in the agricultural communi- 
ties. That would be most unfortu- 
nate for England, because it is so 
terribly shore on food. You cannot 
blame the English farmers, though. 
He has been carrying the ball and 
doing his best under the circum- 
stances.

"If we are, let us not deceive ourselves about the costs 


or the risks involved. If we are not—if we are merely un- 
dertaking to deter invasion—let us not permit our friends to 
be deceived."

It seems to us that Mr. Warburg explained the clear

Reduce Spending and Save 


W»«hin*ton, May 17—(AP)— 


Th* American people, confronted 
with shrinking income, cut their 
spending so sharply in the first 
three .months of 1949 that their 
total savings went up. 


This tactic of saving more while 


taking in less was held accounta- 
ble in large part today for this 
early 1949 development: the big- 
gest slump in gross national pro- 
duct since the war. 


Gross national product is the 


total output of goods and services 
at market value—or going price. 


On the basis of commerce de- 


partment estimates, it slacked to 
."a $255,900,000,000-a-year rate in 
the first quarter, off $9,000,000,- 
000 from the peak pace in the 
fourth quarter of last year, al- 
though still ?1,000,000,000 above 
1948*s quarterly average. 


There was a twofold explana- 


tion: (1) Less goods and services 


. ,were produced and provided, since 


willingness to spend on" them was 
down; and (2j Price tags and 
.charges were lower for those that 
were furnished. 


Prices Important 


Commerce department analysts 


said lower prices had as much or 
more to do with cutting the con- 
sumer spending total than de- 
cisions to get along with less, so 
it wasn't just a. case of public 
thrift. 


Business acted like consumers: 


eased up sharply on outlays to 
build up stocks of goods to sell 
and went a little lighter on out- 
lays for plants and machines to 
increase productive capacity. 


Government spending on goods 


and services increased, however, 
as a result of higher foreign aid 
outlays. The department said the 


government provfded "t, further 
supporting influence on the econ- 
omy." 


A Shtfrp Contrut 


The $9,000,000,000 annual rate 


drop from the fourth quarter of 
1948 to the first quarter of 1949 
was in aharp contract to a $1,100,- 
000,000 rise in the first quarter of 
1948 
over the fourth quarter of 


1847. 


Taking just the expenditure aide 


of things, and using annual rate 
figures for comparison of first 
quarter 1949 with the record- 
setting final quarter of 1948, here 
is the way things worked out: 


Individual incomes after taxes 


declined only $1,600,000,000 to a 
$197,800,000,000 rate, yet individ- 
ual expenditures for consumption 
dropped $4,400,000,000 to a $176,- 
600,000,000 rate. 


The upshot was that savings 


increased $2,400,000,000 to a $21,- 
200,000,000 rate.

Once more the U. S. Supreme 
court has tackled the question: 
How free is free speech? 


It ruled yesterday in favor of a 


Catholic priest found guilty of 


j disorderly conduct for what he 
jsaid at a turbulent Chicago meet- 
ling. 


There was turbulence inside and 


outside the meeting. Outside the 
priest was greeted with cries of 
"God 
damned Fascist." 


When he got 
inside, looked 


around, and didn't like some of 
those there, he threw 
around 


words like "slimy 
scum" and 


"Jews." 


The ruling in his case is only 


the latest attempt by the court to 
decide how free speech can be. 
It's not final because: 


There is no absolute answer 


that will fit every situation in 
the future; and the present court 
or a future one may decide dif- 
ferently in a different case. This 
is what happened: 


On the night of Feb. 7, 1946 


the Rev. Arthur Terminiello, an 
Alabama priest then under sus- 
pension by his Bishop, went to a 
meeting in a Chicago auditorium. 


A Huey Follower 


The meeting, sponsored by the 


Christian" veterans 
of America, 


was called by Gerald L. K. Smith, 
one-time Huey Long lieutenant. 
He described Terminiello as the 
"Father Coughlin of the south." 


Outside a milling mob of 500 to 


1,500 people picketed the meeting 
and they howled at Terminiello 
when he arrived. Before the night

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'Painless9 Boost in V. S. 


Revenues Told to Congress 


Washington, May 17—(AP)— 


A "painless" $5,000,000,000 boost 
in the government revenues that 
would balance its books for the 
n*w fiscal year, was proposed to- 
day by Rep. Mills (D-Ark). 
It 


would require corporations to pay 
•11 their 1949 taxes six months 
•artier than usual. 


After consultation with Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Snyder, Mills 
announced he is whipping his pro- 
posal into legislation that would 
have this effect:

But this Bookkeeping method of 


budget-balancing would not In- 
crease the long run total of taxes 
to be collected by the government. 
It would pile into a six month* 
period the collections of corpora- 
tion taxes now due over a 12 
months period. 


Mills, who prepared his bill for 


presentation in the house today, 
said it would work like this: 


Require corporations 
working 


on a calendar year basis, and also 
estates, trusts and -non-resident 
aliens, 'to pay all their 1949 fed- 
eral taxes before July 1, 1950— 
in two installments. Present law 
gives these taxpayers 12 months 
—until December, 1950—to com- 
plete payment of the 1949 taxes in 
four installments. Mills' bill would 
shorten this 12 months deferred 
payment period to six months. 


Thus, approximately $4,800,000,- 


000 that would be collected from 
corporations 
between July 
1, 


1950 and December 31, 1950 would 
be brought into the treasury by 
June 30, 1950—increasing by that 
amount the tax collections within 
the July 1, 1949-July 1, 1950 fed- 
eral fiscal bookkeeping year, In 
which congressional experts now 
are predicting a $3,000,000,000 
deficit. 


Mills' bill would increase tax 


collections from corporations from 
about $11,600,000,000 to over $16,- 
000.000.000 for the_period between 
July 1 this year and July 1, 1950. 
Another 
$200,000,000 or more 


would be collected earlier from 
estates, trusts and non-resident 
aliens. 
The plan is expected to yield 


$600,000,000 additional for 
the 


fiscal year ending July 1, 1951, but 
years following there would be no 
increase 
in revenue collections 


from the legislation.

—A $6,000,000 program for state 
help to local 
public 
agencies 


caring for tuberculosis patients 
was taking shape today in the 
Illinois legislature. 


It was the first tuberculosis aid 


plan involving state grants on a 
per patient basis ever .to receive 
an administration's support. 


Governor Stevenson, in effect, 


gave his blessing yesterday. 


The program calls for distribu- 


tion in the two years starting July 
1 of $5,000,000 to municipal or 
county governments spending tax 
money on T. B. care. It would 
make no difference whether treat- 
ment was provided in their own 
or other institutions. 


Grants would be based on fi- 


nancial need. They would be 
limited to $3 a patient a day. 


An additional 
$1,000,000 in 


state funds would be apportioned 
for 
repair, 
rehabilitation 
and 


equipping of local public T. B. 
sanitariums. 


Eleven downstate and Chicago 


health officials worked out the 
program after the governor indi- 
cated it meets his approval if 
the cost is met from the $40,000,- 
000 he-budgeted for aid to cities. 


Stevenson told the T. B. repre- 


sentatives that, at his request 
cities spokesmen had agreed to 
earmark $6,000,000 for T. B. help

Canton, May 17—(AP) — The 


Communists were reported today 
walking one army into the evac- 
uated central 
China industrial 


center of Hankow and plunging 
another within 225 miles of Can- 
ton, nationalist refugee capital. 


(The Reds were building up a 


new threat to embattled Shang- 
hai, striking into Pootung, dock 
and warehouse area facing the 
famed bund across the Whang- 
poo river. A nationalist com- 
munique said the Reds were con- 
centrating on the Pootung area 
after assaults on the Woosung 
ship channel and Lunghwa air- 
port had been beaten back.) 


Reports from Hankow said Red 


Gen. Lin Piao's fourth field army 
of Manchurian veterans was tak- 
ing over China's greatest inland 
port on the Yangtzse river 800 
miles west of Shanghai and about 
the same distance north of Can- 
ton. 


Other reports said the Commu- 


nist second field army's south- 
east drive through Kiangsi pro- 
vince had carried to Lieuchin, 225 
miles northeast of Canton. The 
main body of Gen. Lieu 
Po- 


Chang's 70,000-man army was re- 
ported at Ningtu, 275 miles from 
Canton. 


Fires were visible from down- 


town Shanghai as 
Communist 


forces from the southeast surged 
closer to Shanghai's Pootung wa- 
terfront. 


A nationalist communique said 


a Communist encircling column 
had reached the hamlets of Chow- 
pu and Chawansha on the out- 
skirts of Pootung, which is the 
industrial and dock area opposite 
Shanghai's bund. 


The fire appeared to be from 


four to eight miles away. They 
probably were set by nationalist 
planes which have been concen- 
trating on the communists in that 
area. 


New Appeal Is Made 
for FEPC Legislation 


Springfield, HI., May 17—(AP) 


—A new appeal for enactment of 
a state fair employment practices 
commission bill was issued today 
by the Illinois inter-racial com- 
mission. 


The FEPC proposal, supported 


by Governor Stevenson, may be 
called for an Illinois house vote 
tomorrow. 


In a statement, the commission 


said there is "extensive discrimin- 
ation on the basis of race, color, 
creed or racial origin in the Illi- 
nois labor market." 


"A fair employment practice act 


is needed to prevent continuance 
of these discriminatory practices 
and policies in all sections of the 
Illinois industrial community," the 
commission added.
